This was shortly before 
2 o’clock last Saturday afternoon. Young 
Frazer said then that he was going down 
town to mail a letter. 

From the time he left their room and 
walking downstairs closed the front door 
behind him, not. the slivhtest trace of 
his subsequent movements can be found. 


‘ Not the faintest clew is offered as to 


the manner in/“which the kidnaping was 
accomplished. All that is known is the 
‘meager information imparted in the letter 
gent by the perpetrators of the dastardly 


, crime to the lad’s father. 


The letter stated that young Frazer 
was being carried to Kansas City. Up 
to an early hour this morning the police 
of that city had been unable to secure 
any clew as to the kidnapers’ identity. 

Bass Frazer was a young man of ex- 
emplary character and morals. He did 
not smoke nor drink, nor did he indulge 
in any of the vices or dissipations of 
young men. He was a quiet. studious 
and home loving boy; rather reserved and 
not given to making acquaintances indis- 
criminately. He was nearly six feet tall, 
weighed about 145 or 150 pounds, and was 
Strong and well developed for 
of his age. 

It is almost inconceivable mt Oe a 
young man should have been set upon in 
broad daylight and kidnaped in any part 
of Atlanta. It is equally hard to believe 
that in view of the general testimony 
touching his character he should’ have 
gone in company with Strangers to any 
resort or other place where he could have 
been stupefied with drugs. 

MYSTERY SURROUNDS MOTIVE. 

An explicable motive for the crime 
seems entirely lacking. Captain N. H. Fra- 
zer, the father of the kidnaned youth, is 
a comparatively poor man. Until six 
years ago he had considerable wealth, 
but business reverses at that time swept 
his fortune almost entirely away. All 
of the circumstances surrounding the 
crime are cloaked in deep and seemingly 
unfathomable mystery. 

Young Frazer wore when his room- 
mates saw him last a black tweed suit, a

INTIMATION OF DISAPPEAR. 
ANCE. 

Phe first intimation received by the pa- 
rents of young Frazer of his disappear- 
ance tn Atlanta came in the shape of a 
telegram from Miss Callie Williams, of 
405 Spring street, with whom Bass Frazer 
boarded in thig city. 

The young man was last seen at his 
boarding house at 1:45 o’clock last Satur- 


day afternoon, when he ate dinner as | 


usual at the home of Miss Williams. He 
did not return to supper, but in spite of 
his regular habits, this fact did not cause 
his roommates any uneasiness. It was 
taken for granted that he was taking tea 
with some college friend. 

When, however, young Frazer _ failed to 
show up at his room Saturday night, Miss 
Williams gave expression to some uneasi- 
ness. The fear that some misfortune 
had happened to the young boarder took 
firm hold of her mind when the room- 
mates of the young man notified her Sun- 
day morning that they were entirely ig- 
norant of the cause of his absence. 

SENDS TELEGRAM HOME. 

Half of the opinion that Bass Frazer 
had gone to his home at Union Springs, 
and hoping that such would develop to 
be the case, Miss Callie Williams ad- 
dressed the following telegram to the fa- 
ther of the missing boy on Sunday: 

Bass left Saturday at noon. Is he 
at home? MISS WILLIAMS. 


This came to the parents of Bass Fra- 
zer as a first intimation of his disappear- 
ance from Atlanta, for the reply from 
Captain N. H. Frazer received later in the 
day stated that Bass was not at home 
and indicate@ the greatest surprise that 
he was not at his boarding house in At- 
lanta. 

The apprehensions of Miss Williams be- 
cameé entirely aroused on receipt of this 
reply to her telegram. She was, she 


states, at a loss to know which way to | 


turn, for she felt a responsibility attach- 
ing to her in the matter of the young 
man’s safety. 
THE TELL TALE LETTER. 

At 6 o'clock last Monday afternoon Cap- 
tain N. H. Frazer, at his home at Union 
Springs, received the letter which ex- 
plained the wnusual absence of his son 
from Atlanta. 

This letter, which tells the tale of the 
kidnaping, was not dated by its author, 
but the envelope, which bore a specia) 
delivery stamp, also bore the postmark 
‘*Memphis.”’ 

The words of the letter had been care- 
fully printed out and the wording indi- 
cates that the writer is a man of meager 
education. The letter received at Union 
Springs, Ala., by Captain N. H. Frazer, 
is as follows: 


Dear Sir—As kidnaping is all the 
rage nowadays, we have stolen your 
son. We intended to steal him before

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Christmas, but could never get a 
chance. We don’t know vour finan- 
cial standing, as your son refuses to 
tell us and we only found. $15 on his 
person. He is a boy ‘way above the 
average and we need him in our busi- 
ness, we intend to keep him, but 
you might send a letter to Jim Glila- 
cer, General Delivery, Kansas City, 
as we will be in that city by the time 
this reaches you, statins how much 
you will give for his return, and if 
the armount meets with my approval 
I will write vou more about it. Do 
not notify any official authorities, as 
it won't do any good and would ruin 
all your chances of getting him. We 
will allow him to sign his name, to 
prove to you we are not joking. We 
have him in a stunefied condition 
and we are carrying him as a sick 
person and our younger brother.

LAST’ SEEN BY ROOMMATES. 
Young Frazer was last seen at 1:45 
o'clock last Saturday afternoon. The 
last persons who spoke to him before his 
mysterious disappearance were his two 
roommates, Robert J. McCuen, an assist- 
ant instructor in the Technological school, 
ang A. ‘kL. Frazer boarded

LastSaturday afternoon shortly before 2 
Frazer came to McCuen’'s room and asked 
the latter for a postage stamp, saying ne 
was going down town and wished to 
mail a letter. McCuen had only a l1-cent 
stamp and gave him that. Carter, who 
was in the room, had a stamp of the same 
denomination. Frazer took the _ two 
stamps and pasted them on his letter. He 
stayed in the room only a few moments 
and teft with the ftimation that he would 
return to the house in time for tea. He 
was in his usual buoyant mood, and asked 
his two friends to accompany him down 
town. 

ALL TRACES LOST. 

From the time he closed the front door 
of his boarding house behind him and 
walked down the front steps all trace of 
his movements is lost. It is not known 
in which direction he went after leaving 
the house or how far he had gone before 
he was set upon by his abductors and 
dragged away. 

When young Frazer did not return at 
nightfall, though it was contrary to nis 
usual custom, no alarm was felt, as*it 
was supposed he had taken supper down 
town and afterwards gone to a theater. 

Sunday morning when McCuen and 
Carter learned that their roommate had 
not returned the house during the 
night, they believed that young Frazer 
had returned to his home at Union 
Springs. Though this supposition was 
wholly at variance with 
mode of life they could 
other grounds for his absence. Not until 
Monday was the _ stolen father 
notified that the former had disappeared. 

KNEW FEW STUDENTS. 

Bass Frazer took what is known as the 
‘‘special textile at the Techno- 
logical school. His work did not throw 
him with the great body of the students 
and as he did not live in the dormitory 
on the campus he had made comparative- 
ly few acquaintances in the student body. 

Because of this fact, Constitution 
porters working yesterday on the story 
of his disappearances experienced an un- 
usual amount of difficulty in getting 
some trace of the Kidnaped boy. A room 
to room visit through the dormitories was 
necessary. Finally a student named C. 
A. Floyd was found who knew Fraze-: 
and who had seen him last on Thursday 
or Friday of last week. James Howard, 
another student, had seen A. L. Carter, 
Frazen’s roommate, and had learned of 
the latter’s mysterious disappearance. 
Howard had roomed with young Frazer 
at 405 Spring street during the Septem- 
ber term. 

ROOMMATES RETICENT. 

The howse at 40 Spring street is the 
last one on the street. It is a pretentious 
double frame dwelling. When a reporter 
of The Constitution called there yester- 
day and asked to see Carter and McCuen 
in reference to the kidnaping of young 
Frazer, the two young men sent down 
word that they did not wish the affair 
to get in the papers and did not care to

I had a l- 
cent stamp, so did Carter, and we gave 
them to him. Bass then asked us if we 
wanted to walk downtown with him, say- 
ing he would be out only a short time. 
We both declined. He left the room and 
went directly downstairs and out of the 
house. That wasethe last any of us have 
seen of hfm. What happened to him after 
he left the house I cannot imagine, 

“To thdse of us who knew him well it 
is impossible to conceive how he could 
have put himself in the power of kidnap- 
ers.- Because of his disposition and ex- 
emplary moral character, no alarm was 
felt by either Carter or myself when he 
failed to show up Saturday night. We 
were somewhat surprised, as it was the 
first time such a thing had ever occurred, 
but we supposed he had exaggerated the 
character of some boyish prank and had 
staid away in dread of our chaffing. 

“Bass did not drink nor gmoke, nor 
did he have any of the minor vices com- 
mon to a great many young men. He 
occasionally went out to the theater in 
the evening, but always returned to his 
room before midnight. 

‘When Bass did not come in Sunday 
night we all thought that he had become 
homesick, slipped away from school and 
gone to his home.in Union Springs. We 
were led into this belief because of Bass’s 
avowed dislike for the work at the Tech- 
nological school. He wanted to go to the 
military School at Auburn, Ala. He left 
Atlanta for the Christmas holidays on De- 
cember 228. He-spent the vacation at 
his home and got back here on Sunday, 
December 30th. He told us that he had 
tried to persuade his parents to let him 
enter Auburn after Christmas, but they 
had insisted that he should return to 
Atlanta and. resume his studies at the 
Technological school. He spoke of the 
matter several times, and of his distaste 
for the work at the school here, and after 
he failed to show up Sunday we concluded 
he had gone home to try further persua- 
sion. 

“The story of the kidnaping is so inex- 
plicable as to make me destitute of theo- 
ries concerning it. 

“T don’t know how much money Bass 
had when he left the house last Saturday. 
afternoon. He usually had plenty of’ 
money to satisfy his desires.

This is the only solution accepted by 
the roommates and friends of young Fra- 
zer in Atlanta. 

Those. who know the young man per- 
sonally do not give a moment's thought 
to the suggestion that he left of his own 
free will. 

Under such circumstances as these the 
disappearance of young Frazer can only 
be accounted for on the hypothesis that 
he was lured away, possibly from the 
city, before the purpose of the kidnapers 
was made known to hin. 


CUDAHY MYSTERY AGAIN. 


The only points of difference noticeable 
at a surface glance between the recent 
kidnaping of Eddie Cudahy at Omaha 
and the abduction of youn, t'razer in At- 
lanta is that while the father of the 
former is a man of great wealth, the pa- 
rents of the Jatter are without wealth or 
means to meet the demands of the kid- 
hnapers, 

The detectives are not yet on the track 
of the abductors of Bas& Frazer and the 
clews which led to the suspicion of the 
“fair haired’’ man in the Omaha case 
have not yet deVeloped in the abduction 
of Bass Frazer. Absolutely nothing is 
known except that “Jim Glacer” has 
been mentioned as intermediary in Kan- 
@as City. 

There is q striking difference between 
the abduction of Charley Ross and Eddie 
Cudahy and that of Bass Frazer. 

In the first two cases. which in their 
time startled the entire country and

and Is Ready for Work 


Was Henrl by Floridians from 
All Sections of the State. 
Bloxham Goes 
Out. 
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GOVERNOR JENNINGS. 
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January 8&.—(Special.) 
bm the presence of a crowd which filled 
the entire east half of spacious capitol 
squaré and the adjacent streets, and of 
about} one thousand of the best drilled of 
the state troops, Hon. William S. Jennings 
was today inaugurated governor of Flor- 
ida to serve for the next four years. The 
oath of office was administered by Chief 
Justice R. Fenwick Taylor, of the Flor- 
ida supreme court, immediately after 
which Governor Jennings delivered his 
inaugural address. In part, the governor 
said: 

“Before entering upon the duties of 
the first executive office of our state, to 
which I have been elected by the electors 
of Florida, it is méet that I should avail 
myself of this occasion to express my 
gratitude to my fellow citizens for so dis- 
tinguished a mark of confidence. 

“TI recognize with pride the presence of 
the Florida state troops, who have so 
generously enlisted and stand ready to 
defend the state and its citizenship and 
enforce the law; and I bespeak a liberal 
policy to this organization as well as to 
the Florida naval militia during my ad- 
ministration. 

‘‘In 1822 congress established a territor- 
ial government—the census of 1830 show- 
ing a population of 34,720—which con- 
tinued until 1845, when Florida was ad- 
mitted to statehood. The census of 1840 
showed a population of 54,477; that of 1850 
a population of 87,445; that of 1800 a pop- 
ulation of 140,424; that of 1870 a popula- 
tion of 189,995, at which time our state 
was just emerging from the effects of a 
terrible war, without funds, and its peo- 
ple reduced to poverty, which condition 
was aggravated and made more desperate 
by the reckless bonding of the state, 
and the extravagant and wasteful ex- 
penditures of the peoples money ex- 
torted by republican administrations, 
which condition was ended in 1876 by the 
election of a democratic chief magistrate 
of Florida. During the past three dec- 
ades our population has increased from 
189,995 to 528,542; our assessed valuations 
have increased from less than thirty mil- 
lions to upwards of ninety-five millions on 
the tax books, besides more than two 
hundred millions not on the tax books, 
with exports from fields, gardens, mines, 
manufactures, forests, lakes and rivers 
amounting to millions of dollars annually. 

“Great ports and three thousand miles 
of railroads have been constructed as 
monuments of our progress. 

“Our educational facilities have grown 
during this period to accommodate the 
enrolled scholarship of more than _ 100,000 
students. Churches have been erected in 
every city and hamlet. 

“The judiciary is a 
of first importance. 
by the dominant party, assembled in state 
convention, declares ‘the present condi- 
tion of the supreme court docket to be in- 
tolerable, the long delays in getting deci- 
sions amounting to practical denial of 
justice.” The supreme court was estab- 
lished by the constitution of 1845, No 
change was made in the constitution of 
1868, nor in the constitution of 1885. The 
supreme court as at first constituted is 
the supreme court of today. From 1845 
to 1891, forty-six years, the court issued 
twenty-six volumes of reports at which 
time, 1891, the court was six and one- 
half years behind with its work. During 
the past nine years the court has issued 
sixteen volumes of reports 
more matter than the former twenty-six 
volumes, and yet the court is five years 
behind with its work. That the people of 
Florida are entitled to the enforcement of 
this declaration of rights no one can 
deny. 

“A comparison of the coinditions, the 
wealth and population of Florida when 
this court was created with that of-the 
population, development and wealth of to- 
| day, should appeal to the law-making 
| power for its best thought and action. 
“The circuit judges are likewise unable 
| to perform the duties devo-ving 
their courts in several of the circuits. 
These couygts were established by the con- 
stitution of 1868, and although our popu- 
lation has more than quadrupled, and 
the business of these courts more than 
six timés as great, we have the same 
number of judges that we had in 1868. 
The criminal dockets in several of the 
counties require all the term period, thus 
depriving litigants on the civil side of 
their rights and leaving them without a 
remediy. These conditions demand cor- 
rection.

INAUGURAL WELL ATTENDED 
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M SWEENEY TAKES, 
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PAPER IS A LIBERAL OWE 


Chief Executive Discusses the Dis- 
pensary, the Public Schools 
and Other Features of 
State’s Govern- 

ment. 
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Columbia, S. C., January 8.—(Special.)— 
The general assembly convened today at 
noon and the message of Governor M. B: 
McSweeney was transmitted. The gover- 
nors recommendation to the dispen- 
sary indicates a desire to give the towns 
| and counties more’ immediate control of 
the local concerns. He also makes very 
important recommendations to child 
labor in the cotton mills. 

In his introductign the governor says: 

“You need no better evidence of the 
progress and prosperity of the state than 
that pre sented in the figure s contained in 
the annual report of the secretary of 
state, From this report it will be seen 
that approximately $15,000,000 were invest- 
ed the past year in South Carolina com- 
panies; and while a lar proportion of 
it is in cotton mill building, yet many 
smaller manufacturing enterprises and 
industries have been organized. 

“The receipts for the vear, including 
$508,875 brought over in cash, were $3,760,- 
452. This includes $191,300 from the dispen- 
sary. Cash on hand January L $625, 438. 

“Encouraging reports come from the 
senhools. and sofeses of our own state, 
and yet much remains to be done to in- 

crease the efficiency ef our public schools. 
The first essential ig teachers of high 
moral character and adequate profes- 

sional equipment. 

“The importance of levying an  ad- 
ditignal tax for jhe support of the coun- 
try schools canrfot be too strongly urged 
upon our vneople. 

“The idea is a well articulated system 
extending from primary grade to colleBe; 
at legst one well equipped schoo! in every 
community, accessible to every citizen of 
school age; a term of at ieast eight 
months, and the requirement that. within 
reasonable limits, thg com munity avail 
itself of the advantages offered by the 
public; a gounty board of education, re- 
moved from local prejudices, charged 
with the duty of assigning teachers to 
vacant schools and of inspecting the 
schools. At a later period each secnov) 
should be equipped with a circulating 
library, and should be Drepared to give 
technic al training in the industrial arts. 

‘The country common senools for white 
children were kept open on an average 
during the past year of twenty-one weeks 
and the negro schools for fifteen weeks. 
The previous year the white schools 
averaged nineteen weeks and the 
colored schools fourteen and a 
half weeks. The enrollment in the 
white schoo)]s during the past 
Year was 126,289; in the colored schools, 
155,602; total, 281,891. For the previous 
year the enrollment was: Whites, 123,398; 
negroes, 146,477; total, 269,875. The expen- 
ditures for white schools during last year 
were $700,540.00. while page the year 
previous they were  $576,353.2 for the 
schools last year, $202.17 8.93, and 

ar previous $193,461.39. 

were 3,270 white 

negro teachers in the schools last 

year over against 3,000 white teachers and 

2,003 negro teachers the previous year—a 

gain of 270 white teachers and 291 negro 
teachers. 

“The question of child labor in our cot- 
ton mills is one that has been attracting 
a great deal. of attention reventiy, and 
properly so. Conditions in this state 
have changed very much in the last few 
| years. We are no longer simply an agri- 
cultural people. With the rapid grow:h 
in manufacturing enterprises we are al- 
readv a large manufacturing state. The 
relation between the labor that is ela- 
ployed in these enterprises and the em- 
ployer is not merely one of master and 
servant, but there are rights and privi- 
'eges and duties, obligations and oppor- 
tunities on both sides which should be 
carefully guarded. There has heen no 
conflict between employer and laborer in 
this state and nothing should be done to 
disturb the amicable relations which now 
exist. Government recognizes the fact 
that it is the duty of the strong to care 
for and protect the weak. It is certainly 
the right and the privilege of govern- 
ment to provide for the inspection of any 
and all enterprises or corporations de- 
riving their life from the state and to 
see that they do not impose upon the 
weak. Of course this should be done 
with a proper regard for the property 
rights of the corporation.”’ 

As to the dispensary, the message 
in part: 

“The present system, as it may be im- 
| proved from time to time; is the best so- 
'jution yet devised, and is growing in pub- 
lic favor; much of the prejudice that has 
existed against the law is being removed. 
and many of those who oppose the sys- 
'tem are in favor of the enforcement of 
the law. As public sentime nt grows in 
its favor it will be easier to enforce it. 
The mayors and intendants of the towns 
and cities af the state, in response to a 
circular which I issued during November, 
state that the law is well enforced and 
that the sentiment of the towns is for-a 
strict enforceraent. he exceptions are 
the cities of Columbia and Charleston 
and a few counties in which the sale of 
whisky is prohibited by law. In fact, in 
those counties in which no dispensaries 

e established it would conduce to a bet- 
fer enforcement of law and there would 
be less illicit sale of whisky if disnpensa- 
ries were established. In the cities named 
the dispensary cannot be rigidly enforced 
so long as public sentiment. upholds; vio- 
lators of the law and grand juries fall 
to find true bills and petit juries # con- 
vict when cases are mode and the evi- 
dence furnished. As pubile sentiment 
grows in favor of flie law in these cities 
and the wprefudice against it dies away. 
convictions for violations will be had and 
it ean then be more ricidlyv enforced.

That Statement Made by Senator 
Sewell in the Debate. 


HAWLEY RAPS PETTIGREW HARD 


Asked Pettigrew if He Had Been 
to a Saloon—Canteen 
Will Win. 


Washington, January §8.—The senate had 
under consideration today the much 
mooted canteen question, in connection 
with the army reorg yanization bill. The 
senate committee, in effect, restored the 
provision for a post exchange, or can- 
teen, Which had been stricken out of the 
bill by the house. For nearly five hours 
the senate discussed the committee 
amendments. It is possible a vote may 
be reached late tomorrow afternoon. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Bate, of 
Tennessee, was adopted authorizing the 
secretary of war to appoint one hundred 
additional hospital stewards in the regu- 
lar army, 
ish war being given preference. 

Discussion of the canteen question was 
opened by Mr. Gallinger, of New Hamp- 
Shire, in opposition to the proposed 
amendment of the committee permitting 
the sale of beer. Mr. Gallinger made an 
extended argument in support of his 
position, quoting many eminent authori- 
ties to prove that the use of alcoholie 
stimulants among men in and out of 
armies were most deleterious in its effects. 

Mr. Sewell, a member of the military 
affairs committee and long a member of 
the board of managers of the soldiers’ 
homes of the country, said the canteen 
had been adopted at the soldiers’ homes 
absolutely as atemperance'§ measure. 
These canteens were allowed to sell to the 
old soldiers only beer, and it had been 
found that the Inmates were willing to 
take a glass or two of beer at the can- 
teen in preference to visiting the grog- 
geries which surround nearly all of these 
institutions. The adoption of the can- 
teen had been distinctly beneficial and 
beneficent to the old soldiers. 

In conclusion, Mr. Sewell 
American soldier ought not 
demned to a reformatory. We cannot 
recruit the army if you abolish the post 
exchange. It is opposed to the soldier's 
idea of liberty to he tied down in that 
way, and he will not have it.” 

Mr. Hawley declared that the post ex- 
change promoted discipline and good order 
in the army. He said that -the officers 
as well the men of the army viewed 
with dismay the proposition to abolish 
the canteen. 

In the course of Mr. Hawley’s statement 
he was interrupted frequently by Mr. 
Pettigrew, who wanted to learn the rea- 
sons for excluding wine from the post 
exchange. Finally Mr. Hawley became 
impatient and declared he would not an- 
swer another question.

CROWD MORGUE 


Twenly-tight Orphans Perished 
in Rochester Horror, 


SCENES AT FIRE APPALLING 


As Flames Raged, the Terror Strick- 
en (Faces of Scores of Waifs 
Were Seen at Windows. 
Frre Due to Natura: 

Gas Explosion. 


Rochester,- N. Y., January 8.—Twefty- 
eight dead bodies lie at the morgue, and 
others, more or less’ seriouslv 
injured, lle at the different hospitals In 
the city tonight as a result of the terrible 
holocaust which occurred early 
morning at the Rochester orphan 
lum. Of the dead twenty-six were chil- 
dren of both sexes, ranging from two to 
fourteen years, while the remaining two 
were adults. The fire, which was discov- 
ered about 1:10 a. m., and was doubtless 
caused by an explosion of natural gas in 
the boiler room, adjoining the west wing 
the asylum, spread so rapidly that 
many of the 10% inmates of the institu- 
tion were overcome by the flames and 
smoke almost without warning.

Cape Town, January 8.—The central po- 
lice committee at Kroonstad has issued 
a circular in the course of which it 
says: 

“The time has arrived for the inhabl- 
tants of Orange River Colony to make 
an effort to save the country from further 
destruction. The country is literally a 
vast wilderness. The farmers, ruined 
and facing starvation, are obliged to gu 
to the towns for protection, and huge 
refugee camps have been formed by 
the British for them. This is caused by 
an obstinate minority,who will not bow 
to the inevitable.’’ 

In conclusion, the committee says: 

“The British government is willing to 
settle matters in a way not humiliating 
to us. We appeal to you to appoint an- 


other congress, and to nominate men of 


influence out of your list to visit Mr. 
Steyn and General Dewet, and to try to 
persuade them to accept the terms Great 
Britain offers. 

‘These two men are the only obstacles 
to peace. We ask you to believe us 


when we say that Mr. Kruger and the 


late Transvaal government are willing and 


would already have accepted the British 
terms, but Mr. Steyn has refused to 
have anything to do with surrender. 

“He has continued the war and has 
encouraged the burghers with a hope that 
we would get European assistance. To- 
day he is cut off from all communication 
with the outside world. You kpow, and 
we know, how unfounded that hope is. 
It is your duty to assist us to make him 
understand this. We appeal to you to 
help us to end the unhappy state of af- 
fairs which is plunging everybody into 
poverty and despair.”’

in some counties is assessed at 90 per 
eent of its value, while in other counties 
the assessment is as low as 20 per cent of 
its value. In 1871 the legislature created 
a state board of equalization to deter- 
mine the relative value of the real estate 
in the ‘different counties. This board 
made its report to the legislature in 1872, 
which report was confirmed. Since that 
time, nearly thirty years, there has been 
no power or board of equalization to de- 
termine the relative value of the real es- 
tate in the different counties, resulting 
in a policy of local depressién of valua- 
tions, which has placed our state in the 
awkward position of maintaining an une- 
ven burden of goverument, and a higher 
rate of taxation than would otherwise 
have been required. That a remedy 
should be provided to relieve those who 
are bearing an unjust burden and to 
provide for a uniform and equal rate of 
taxation, must be apparent. 

“T heartily approve the state board of 
health as constituted, and believe that 
our only safety lies in our retaining su- 
preme sanitary control.

Health and Education Boards 


“Get Together, 
ALL NOW APPEARS SERENE 


Another Sanitary System in 
Some Schools—The Matter 
Was Settled Yes- 
terday. 


The board of health and the board of 
education reached an amicable settlement 
yesterday afternoon in reference to the 
question of public school sanitation. This 
was done at a called meeting of 
board of health, at which a committee, 
composed of W. B. Miles and A. C. Turn- 
er, appeared on behalf of the board of 
education. 

The meeting was called for the purpose 
of hearing from the board of education 
on this muchly agitated question. Mr. 
Miles acted as spokesman for the com- 
mittee, and he informed the board that 
the board of education was prepared to 
proceed at once to remedy the existing 
evils of the sanitary condition of the 
schools in question. He announced that 
the Smead system of sanitation, which has 
been condemned by the board of health 
for several years past, was to be abol- 
ished and a new system inaugurated. 

He said the board of education would 
copy after the sanitary system now in 
vogue at the Calhoun street school. The 
members of the board of health seemed to 
be pleased with the turn the matter had 
taken, and they expressed themselves as 
satisfied with the action of the board of 
education. Mr. Miles announced that 
the specifications of the new method of 
sanitation had been pnepared and that 
the board of education desired to begin 
work vesterday afternoon. 

So everything now appears to be serene 
between the two boards: the session‘ of 
the schools will be allowed to continue, 
and the indications are that within a 
short time the sanitary defects in the 
schools, which have been the bone of 
contention between the two boards, will 
be remedied. :

Compared with yesterday's unprecedented rec- 
ord of over 2,000,000 shares, today’s sales of 
stocks fell back to 1,511,000 shares, The 
snap was clearly gene from the bull enthusi- 
asm and the best efforts of the bull leaders 
proved: unavailing to induce any general or 
imposing advance in prices, Their endeavors 
to advance prices apparently failed to attract 
any considerable following and the buying 
demand for stocks showed material impair- 
ment, The bear element on the exchange gath- 
ered their forces for a drive against the mar- 
ket and worked some very considerable re- 
actions and dislodged more or less long stock 
for weak accounts on narrow margin. 
The equanimity with which the reaction was 
accepted by the large holders of stocks was, 
however, an impressive demonstration of the 
continued underlying strength of the market. 
lhe pressure of liquidation was at no time 
very urgent and the bears conducted their 
operations with manifest timidity. This was 
shown by their eagerness to cover and the 
frequent rallies from the successive down- 
ward movements of prices, This disposition on 
the part of the bears continued until tne 
close. In fact, the last and most notable dip

for their best development. Worse still, 
women had no proper appreciation of 
themselves as factors in Civilization and 
the few noble souls who were possessed 
with a prophetic vision of what the fu- 
ture held in store for women were held in 
ridicule and contempt.

Nearly forty years after, when Oberlin 
celebrated her semi-centennial, Lucy 
Stone was invited to be one of the speak- 
ers at that great gathering. At one time 
when a minister was asked to announce 
that a woman would speak in the town, 
he -announced that a woman would at- 
tempt to crow like a cock. 

In the same newspapers which nowa- 


| days are devoting whole columns to the 


great federations, congresses and conven- 
tions of women, reporting speeches, in- 
terviewing the. speakers and publishing 
their pictures with flattering biographical 
sketches, a generation or two ago were 
denouncing the women who dared to 
speak from the public platform, declaring 
this was the entering wedge which was 
to break up the home. disorganize soclety 
and carry the world back to original 
chaos. 

Today two-thirds of the colleges and 
universities of the United States, includ- 
ing every state university west of Ohio, 
are open alike to men and women. Thous- 
ands of women are college graduates: 
hundreds are regularly ordained minis. 
ters; scores are practicing lawyers. Wo- 
man are engaged in a great variety of 
trades and professions which require skill 
and intelligence. They have secured the 
right of public speech. They are potent 
factors in literature. They are writers 
for the press, editors and reporters for 
the newspapers. Seven-eighths of all 
our teac hers are women. They are or- 
ganized in clubs—better still, they unite 
with men in many associations, literary, 
artistic, reformatory, social and political. 
They play golf and ride the bicycle. 
Never before in the world’s history has 
so radical and beneficient a reform been 
so rapidly and quietly accomplished. 

While the political rights of women have 
been the most difficult of all to obtain, 
owing to the fact that it was necessary 
to get the consent of all the men (both 
wise and otherwise) before any radical 
change could be made, women now have 
full suffrage in four states, school suf- 
frage in twenty-four states, municipal 
suffrage in one and in two states tax- 
paying women can vote upon all questions 
submitted to the tax-payers. Today wo- 
men are holding political offices of every 
description; they are sérving as legis- 
lators, and even now one is being talked 
of for speaker of the house in Colorado. 
They have been serving successfully as 
superintendents of public instruction in 
state and county with most satisfactory 
results. This is a long way from the 
time when the trustees would not allow 
“shes” in a public school. 

This progress has eome because women 
of a larger mold, loftier ambitions and 
nobler self respect than the average have 
been willing to face the opposition of the 
world for the sake of liberty. More than 
one such as these deserve the rank of 
martyr. The suffering, the doubt, the 
Oobloquy which has been endured by the 
pioneers of the woman movement will 
never be fully Known or understood. For 
sixty years and more a vigorous agita- 
tion has beeh waged in the United States 
to establish equal rights fore women with 
men, Under its influence and guided by 
the leadership of brave men and women 
the evolution of woman’s rights has 
moved on without a break. 

It has been said that “the greatest 
achievement of the nineteenth century 
is the discovery of woman.” Now that 
she has discovered herself, the prophecy 
of the president of the National Suffrage 
Association that before the close of the 
twentieth century a woman will fill the 
office of president of the United States is 
not at all unlikely, although with few 
exceptions, the newspapers all over the 
country seem to consider it a huge joke 
which has been made the text for many 
sarcastic and cutting editorials. The 
editor of The Augusta, Ga., Herald, in 
an editorial headed ‘‘Women in the Year 
2000," says regarding this prophecy: 

“Should the grand revolution come off 
on schedule time, the twenty-first century

The 
women will shave their upper lips, swear, 
wear pants and vie with each other in 
gallantry courting the favor of the shy 
and shrinking men who will wear veils 
and trails and seldom venture abroad for 
fear some particularly ardent female will 
insist on killing them in spite of all the 
women made laws of the land.’ 

If we mistake not, when the history of 
the woman suffrage movement is re- 
viewed in the year 2000 this choice edito- 
rial will strike the readers of that day 
as ridiculous as the advice of Dr. Gregory 
in the eighteenth century strikes the 
people of today, which advises girls to 
carefully hide any good sense or learning 
they happened to possess, as men looked 
with malignant eyes upon a woman of 
or learning. 

The twentieth century will belong to 
man and woman and by its close the 
vexed questions of woman's rights will 
have passed beyond dispute and in their 
place will be the demand for human 
rights without regard to sex.

The hospital is desired oy Dr. Bizzell | 
and the other members of the board of 
health as it will serve as a means of 
preventing the spread of contagious dis- 
eases, such as scarlet fever and the like.

The>-plans have not matured ag yet, but 
if council acts favorably upon the propo- 
sition it is prohable that definite action 
will be taken at once. The movement 
has the sanction of the board of health 
and streng pressure will likely be brought 
to bear upon council to appropriate the 
specified sym.
